10. A list of state-owned furniture purchased by former and current justices of the WV Supreme Court of Appeals from
2009-present, the value of those items and the dates which they were purchased.

11. A list of vehicles used by the court, including véhicles used by the justicas.

12. The policy pertalning to the use of state-owned vehicles by the justices and court employees, including reasons given
for the usage of state-owned vehicles and the destination of the occupants disclosed to the court’s vehicle supervisor.
13. The policy which aflows justices to be exempt from disclosing thelf réasons for using a state-owned vehicle and to be
exempt fram disclosing their destinations, how the exemption was crafted, who approved it and the date of the
